S ORDEAL 
OF FAITH. 


Harvey Talks of 


Ambassador Praises Agcept- 
ance of Invitation by the 
Prime Minister. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED 

LONDON, Oct. 31, — George Har- 
vey, American Ambassador, speak- 
ing tonight at the dinner given by 
the Pilgrims’ Society to the British 
dclegates to the Washington confer- 


ence, heralded the conference as ‘“‘an 


ordeal not of battle, but of faith,” 
the underlying purpose of which was 
not more a challenge to the League 
of Nations than it Was to the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. 

He reviewed the action of the 
American Congress respecting the 
limitation of the Army and the re- 
duction of naval appropriations. 
which he said gave conclusive ev!- 
dence of the American government's 
confidence in the outcome of the con- 
ference. 

“The real question confronting the 
conference ise whether the nations 
can reach an understanding with re- 
spect to anything,” he sald. “It ts 
to be a great test of the capacity of 
governments to satisfy the univer- 
sal longing for peace, prosperity and 
happiness.” 

“I cannot permit to pass this op- 
portunity to make on behalf of my 
country,” he said, “due acknowledg- 
ment of the greatly generous way 
in which tnfailingly and with char- 
acteristic promptitude the decision of 
the Prme Minister accorded whole- 
hearted support of the brave initia- 
tive of the President. Never can I 
forget that peaceful Sunday in July, 
when I found Mr. Lioyd George 
seated under the trees on his coun- 
try place. Quietly he asked: ‘What 
is tt?" TI drew a cablegram from my 
pocket and held it toward him. 

“*Read it,’ he said. I did so. It 
was the message from the Secretary 
of State announcing the intention of 
the President to summon a confer- 
ence of nations and asking if such a 
move would meet with the approba- 
tion of the British government. 

“In a flash the Premier was on 
his feet. 

“*We accept,’ he almost shouted. 


"We accept gladly: we accept grate-| 


fully. We will do everything in our 
power to make the conference a 
great success.’ 

HAS KEPT PLEDGE. 

“That is the pledge he gave and

Clerks in Chicago Say They 
_ Took a Hand. 


“Big Tim” Murphy's Front 
Now is Broken. 


Robbery Netted $350,000 in 
Loot for Thieves. 


(EXCLOSIVE DInPaTcH,) 
CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—Two pleas of 
guilty today broke the solid front 
which “Big Tim” Murphy and his 
seven codefendants have heretofore 
shown to the charge that they are 
guilty of plotting and committing 
the Dearborn station mail robbery 
in which loot of $350,000 was ob- 
tained. 


The pleas were made before Judge 
Landis by George Bradford and 
Ralph Teter, the two mail clerks 
who are alleged to have tipped off 
information of the big money ship- 
ment to other members of the band. 

Murphy and his chief lieutenant, 
Vincenze Cosmano, pleaded not 
guilty as the trial began. Paul 
Volanti end Arthur Geirun also 
denied their guilt. The other de- 
fendants probably will be tried on 
a separate indictment and their 
pleas were not accepted today. 

At the time of the arrest of Getrun 
Federal authorities announced a 
complete confession had been ob- 
tained. 

Geirun’s intention to fight the con- 
fession attributed to him became 
clear today when he pleaded not 
guilty at the opening of court. A

motion former Bena- 
ter James J. Barbour, defending 
“Big Tim,” that the confession 


should be kept from the jury be- 
cause defendants not present at the 
time it was given were named. Judge 
Landis announced he would rule on 
the question later. 

Attorney Benjamin Epstein, ap- 
pearing for Cosmano, argued for « 
separate trial for his client. He con- 
tended the government charge 
against Cosmano could not be the 
same as the one against the other 
defendants because admittedly Cos- 
mano was not present at the actual 
robbery. Judge Landis overruled the 
motion. 

ONE STILL MISSING. 

In addition te Murphy, Cosmano, 
Volanti, Geirun, Bradford and Teter, 
those to be tried are Mike Carroza, 
William Diggs and Peter Guesen- 
berg. Guesenberg is still at large, 
since the time two months ago when 
he walked out of the Federal Bulld- 
ing at the time of his arraignment. 
He notified his attorney, Michael L. 
Igoe, that he-would reappear for 
the trial. 

Carroza is a former close friend 
of “Big Tim," and William Dt is 
Murphy's father-in-law, in whose 
home much of the loot is said to 
have been recovered. Two other 
defendants, their names unknown, 
were indicted, but never appre- 
hended. 

Murphy was seemingly not wor- 
ried by the proceedings. Well 
dressed, he chatted with the other 
defendants before the trial got un- 
der way. His wife was not with 
him. Cosmano, ene of his closest 
friends, conferred with & mo- 


The Dearborn station robbery was 
one of the boldest raids on the 
United States mails tn the history 
of the Postoffice Department. 

Months of investigation resulted 
in the finding of much of the loot 
in the home of William Diggs, ac- 
cording to the Federal men. Murphy 
is said to have unconsciously di- 
rected them to the trunk in the 
attic. When he was confronted with 
this trunk, containing more than 
$100,000, Federal operatives report 
that he -was unperturbed, and ex- 
plained that some friends of his 
had asked him to keep the trunk 
for them.

Community Property Law 
Ruling is Important. 
Federal Circuit Court Decision 

to Californians. 


Husbands ; Would Pay Tax on 
Only Half of Incomes. 


A. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 81.-—A 
decision that goes far to clarify the 
community property law of Califor- 
nia and give the wife a vested in- 
terest and estate in the community 
during the life of the husband has 
just been handed down by the 
United States Circult Court of Ap- 
peals, Ninth Circuit, at San Fran- 
cisco. The immediate effect of the 
decision is expected to be that the 
Internal Revenue Bureau at Wash- 
ington will grant taxpayers dom- 
iclled in California the privilege of 
splitting the community income 
equally between the husband and 
wife, each returning one-half for 


| income-tax purposes. 


The result of this will be, In the 
opinion of tax experts, a material 
reduction in income tax where the 
total community net income ex- 
ceeds $10,000 a year. 

MAY TAKE APPEAL 

The government may appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court, 
in which case California taxpayers 
would probably have to await « 
decigion by the highest court before 
the privilege now given taxpayers 
in the other seven community prop- 
erty laws States is extended to them. 

Judges Ross and Gilbert affirmed 
and Judge Hunt dissented from the 
opinion handed down by Judge 
Rudkin of the United States Dis- 
trict Court in the same case, declar- 
ing that the widow takes her half 
of the community property not as 
an inheritance but In her own right.

band and her half could not be 
| taxed upon death of the husband 
and the transfer of the estate un- 
der the Inheritance Tax Act of this 
tate. 


BENEFITS TAXPAYERS 


The case, known as the Blum 
case, was brought to determine the 
right of the government to collect 
an estate tax upon the widow's 
share of the community property. 
The government lost in the United 
States District Court and appealed 
to the United States Cireult Court 
of Appeals. If no appeal is taken 
from the decision just rendered or 
if the United States Supreme Court 
affirms this decision, California tax- 
payers wil) benefit to the extentsof 
millions of dollars, 

Income tax returns as far back as 
1917, when the California com- 
munity property law was amended 
by the Legisiature, would be 
amendable, the husband and wife 
dividing the community income in 
separate returns and thus reducing, 
or eliminating entirely in some 
Cases, the surtaxes. Many estates 
which have paid estate taxes since 
1917, would ajgo be entitled to a re- 
fund of taxes collected by the gov- 
ernment. 

“Decision In the Blum case has 
been awalted with reat deal of 
interest of California xpayers, and 
tax lawyers,” said Ewell) D. Moore, 
San Francisco attorney and tax 
specialist. 

DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

“There was a wide difference of 
opinion among lawyers as to the 
rights of the government to tax the 
widow's share of the community 
property upon the transfer of the 
estate, Our Supreme Court has 
never passed directly upon the 1917 
}amendments to che community 
property law, hence the Blum de- 
cisions are in reality the first au- 


thoritive construction of these 
amendments. 
“If the government now recogc- 


nizes the right of husband and wife 
to divide their community income 
and return separately, it means 
those having paid surtaxes may 
claim refunds or file claims to have 
excess tax payments credited upon 
installments not yet due. The gov- 
ernment has three months in which 
to carry the matter to the highest 
court so that it is not Likely that 
any action that may be taken will 
affect the December Installment of 
the income tax. 

“As an example of the possible 
effect of the Blum decision upon 
California taxpayera, suppose the 
following case: 

TYPICAL CASE. 


“*A.” a married man, had a net 
income from personal service or 
business in 1920 of $50,000, ajl com- 
munity income, with a $2000 
exemption. He has returned the 
entire net income and paid a tax of 
$7970. Suppose he now returns 
$25,000 and his wife the other $25,- 
000. The tax would be $2850 each, 
or a total tax on the $50,000 net 
income of $5700. This would mean 
a saving of $2270.

000 net income, with a. $2000 
exemption, would be $690.” 

In order to correct any misun- 
derstanding as to the lability of 
taxpayers in the State of California, 
Collector John F. Flynn said that 
the regulations now in effect will 
remain in force until the Treasury 
Department accepts the ruling or 
until a final decision is rendére’ by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States ip the event that an appeal 
is taken.

LAT. GEORGE W. BURTON. 
it is a fine thing to say of a man after 
he is dead that his lifetime was full of good 
deeds and helpful service, of constructive 
activity and kindly counsel. These tributes 
‘and others of a similar nature were paid 
at the bier of George W. Burton yesterday 
where gathered friends and associates of 
many years. They were voiced by men who 
had known him long and known him‘ well. 
Some of them bad been his pupils half a 
century ago when he taught school in a 
_ little schoolhouse in the little los Angeles 
of the past. Others had worked with him 
to upbuild Los Angeles and knew of the 
many helpful deeds he wrought on behalf 
of the city which he loved so well. 

Mr. Burton came here from Wisconsin 
when he was 26 vears'old. He died at the 
age of 82 years and was actively at work 
until he was almost four score. Some of 
the prominent citizens of Los Angeles at- 
tended the little school which he taught on 
Fort street. Later he was an active par- 
ticipant in the real estate activities of Los 
Angeles and neighboring communities and 
afterward took up newspaper work. For 
many years and until within a few years 
of his death he was an editorial writer on 
The Times staff and for a time conducted 
the department in the Sunday Times known 
as “The Bagie.” 

Mr. Burton's writings reflected his char- 
acter. He wrote vigorously and courage- 
ously and was lionhearted in championing 
causes which he felt to be right and just. 


Possessed of a scholarly diction, he wrote’ 


with a bold and sure touch that appealed 
strongly to his thousands of readers. In 
his riper years his writings were {inged 
with a shrewd and kindly philosophy that 
won him a large and affectionate following 
among the readers of The Times. 

Coming here as one of the early residents 
of Los Angeles and living to see the city 
grow from a small town to a metropolis, 
Mr. Burton participated itn many of the 
stirring events that made local history. His 
was invariably a helpful influence. He was 
forceful and forward-looking and his belief 
ii the future of Los Angeles was never 

No man could love California and its map- 
ifold beauties more than did Mr. Burton. 
He talked about it daily and wrote two 


beautifully expressed booklets on the 
charms of his chosen land. One of his 
outstanding qualities was kindness. Ile 


was kind to his associates on The Times 
and to all with whom he came in contact. 
He went out of his way to say kindly and 
helpful things. One of his last acts was 
to send a contribution of money to relieve 
distress. His was a long lifetime full. of 


‘good deeds and helpful service. The mem- 


ory of his kindness and helpfulness lives 
after him.

The defeat on Saturday of Harvard's 
erack football eleven by Centre College, 
Danville, Ky., known as “The Preyin’ Colo- 
nels” hecause of the habit of praying before 
each game, brings up the question of wheth- 
ef or not that most tnteresting agcregation 
will be invited to play at Pasadena on New 
Year's Day. 

The whole college could be brought out 
here for about the outlay which would be 
involved in transporting a dignified eastern 
team, with all of its coaches, conditioners, 
subcoaches, student-officials and faculty ad- 
visers. 

It is also perfectly proper in the South 
to speak of Centre College, instead of the 


’ Centre team, for the team is the college. 


There are only 225 students attending the 
unusual institution and ten professors do 
all of the teaching. Every student is ipso 
facto a candidate for the football team and 
is expected to present himself every after- 
noon during the season to be pummeled for 
the benefit of the regulars, if not good 
enough for the first team himseif. One or 
two of the professors also can be found 
with the “scrubs” almost any day. 

Centre, with 225 men to draw from, de- 
feated Harvard, with 5273 students. lfow- 
ever, Centre is no new light on the football 
horizon. Her performance a year ago 
against Harvard gave promise of a triumph 
sooper or later and for at least six years 
she has been a terror in the Southern In- 
tercoliegiate Athletic Association's realm, 
where she has made it most uncomfortable 
for Vanderbilt, the University of the South, 
Georgia “Tech.” and other institutions here- 
tofore recognized as supreme in that sec- 
tion in sports. 

The “Colonels” are the barbarians of foot. 
ball. They simply seem incapable of play- 
‘ing the game.in a sociable way. 

During the training season the “squad,” 
a very small one when compared with those 
to be found at most universities, is not 
pampered, but is given a heavy diet, in 
which/ generous portions of rare beef figure 
prominently, and is made to feel that it is 
its Christian duty to eat the other team 
alive, The results show themselves in the 
scores that are piled up against one power- 
ful team after another. 

As a drawing card at the annual contest 
in Pasadena they would be wonders and 
would give a display of foothall which would 
make any eleven on this Coast know that 
it had been in a game. .

Centre should be chosen by the Pasadena 
committee at its meeting this month, the 
players would be too busy with their regu- 
lar courses and their odd jobs after Christ-

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Hh; RAILROAD RATE SITUATION. 
Wages and conditions of labor in al) . 
basic industries are regulated by major eco- 
nomic conditions, not of a single section or 
nation, but of the entire world, over which 
governments and employers have no .con- 


trol. When the basic conditions of world 
industry change governments, capital and 
labor will resist in vain. It is possible 
to destroy industry, as has been done in 
Russia; but it is not possible to maintain 
it indefinitely on a fictitious basis. 


These are truths that cannot be ignored 
in the wage adjustments now taking place 
in the United States. The government 
might fix a minimum wage of $19 a day for 
railroad employees in all departments of 
the service, just as it fixed hours of employ- 
ment under the Adamson law; but the re- 
sult would be a schedule of freight rates 
that would paralyze the transportation sys- 
tems of the country. The train crews 
would be operating only empties, for the 
government could not commandeer enough 
freight to fill the cars. 

-Californta industry is now menaced by 
high freight rates and low tariffs. The dif- 
ference in cost between water tranusporta- 
tion from Wurope ‘and rail transportation 
from California is turning the eastern mar- 
kets over to foreign producers and manu- 
facturers. Lower freights and higher tar- 
iffse are absolute essentials. 

Railroads cannot operate for more than 
a very limited time at a loss. They have 
no accumulation of capital on which to 
draw. Transportation conditions are in a 
continual flux, and the percentage of profit 
which the railroads are permitted to make 
is so low that railroad securities are no 
longer considered a profitable investment. 
The railroads have already reached the lim- 
it of their borrowing capacity. The ines- 
capable alternative now confronting the 
railroad employees is whether they shall 
accept a reduced pay envelope or receive 
no pay envelope at all. 

Capital and labor alike have their Umita- 
tions. The railroad managements must col- 
ject the money in freight and passenger 
payments before they can put it into, the 
pay envelopes. Railroad securities are now 
held by a greater number of persons than 
the total number of railroad employees; 
and the stockholders justly insist that the 
men must earn the wages they receive, must 
pay themselves. They will not consent to 
assessments in order that the men can be 
paid higher wages than the earnings justify. 

There is an inflexible rule in industry 
that the wages of every worker mugt be 
paid by the thing he helps to create. At 
the same time, workmen are entitled to 
and must receive a living wage; and any 
industry thut cannot earn a living wage for 
those employed automatically ceases to 
function. - 

Why are the railroads asking permission 
to reduce wages? Demagogues will, reply 
that it is because they want to make 
greater profits. But a moment's lucid ex- 
atmination of the railroad situation exposes 
that sophistry. Freight rates are now 50 
high that they are stifing industry and 
steadily reducing the amount of freight ban- 
died. These rates must come down or the 
transcontinental lines will have to be aban- 
doned because they have ceased to be prof- 
itable. But rates cannot be lowered until 
the cost of operation is reduced. So it be 
comes apparent to every intelligent observ- 
er that the railroads could pot continue to 
pay the present scale of wages, however 
much they might desire to do so. : 

Will the rallroads reduce freight and pas- 
eenger rates and thereby help to lower the 
present cost of living if the employees ac- 
cept the proposed wage reductions’ That 
is something about which the railroads have 
no choice. Freight and passenger rates are 
controlled by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, not by the railroads. If the com- 
mission should order a 50 per cent reduc- 
tion ip rates the roads could collect bo 
more. They must accept the reduction or 
cease operating trains. The commission is 
not selected by the railroads, but by repre- 
sentatives of the people elected for that 
purpose. To say that rates will not be cut 
is to argue that the people of the United 
States are no longer capable of governing 
themselves.

Ww ELL~CONDUCTED WORK. 

Churches, like all other institutions 
of civilization, have but one excuse and 
should have but one object fer their exist- 
ence—and that is the furtherance of civil- 
ization, the advancement of men and wom- 
en to a higher, nobler plane of thought and 
conduct. Those intrusted with the writing 
of the Bible doubtless had two grand pur- 
poses in view, the fraternization of tndivid- 
uals and races and the development of 
men’s faith in the loving Father of ail. In 


80 far as any institution serves toward these 
two purposes it is worthy of commendation 
and support, and in this respect the 
churches founded on the Christian doc- 
trines bave undoubtedly led and still lead | 
all other organizations. In this regard it is 
g0od to note the steady increase in the gen- 
eral and broad study of the scriptures, both 
by church attendants and nonchurch-zoers. 
The ministers, officials and church workers 
in general of Los Angeles aro to he con- 
gratulated upon their intense interest in 
Bible study and upon their splendfd organ- 
izations of Sunday-schools and Rible claszes. 
Especially in the construction of new 
churches is this great movement noticeable, 
for within the last few years no church of 
any considerable dimension has beea buiit 
by any denomination that has not had 1in- 
cluded in the bullding plans ample room for 
the constantly growing Sunday-school and 
Bible classes.

On the 
contrary, our temples of worship are homes 
in which devoutly inclined men and women, 
as brothers and sisters, may meet to render 
reverence to their common Father and to 
study His wondrous works and ways. In- 
tellectual interests and exercises indeed 
have a place in the church, just as the so- 
cial instinct also has an opportunity for le 
gitimate manifestation, yet here the intel- 
lect strives toward its own spiritualization 
and the general social intérest is focussed 
not upon materia] benefits, not upon polit- 
ical or economic advantages, but upon an 
understanding of those good laws and pr n- 
ciples.by which the universe is sustained. 
Today thousands of men and women in 
Los Angeles, who admit that they “don't 
care to go to church to be preached at,” are 
finding their way, Sunday after Sunday, into 
the churches where they study the great 
doctrines of life for themselves and discugs 
the eternal questions with other earnest stu- 
dents.

What does this mean? It means the mold- 
ing of material, human material, for better, 
stronger churches in the future—and, better 
still, it means the sure development of a 
citizenry that will be wholesome-miuded, 
honest, kind, free from criminal impulss.
